Indianapolis, Ind, Jan. 
22—Gov­ 
ernor Warren T. McCray today out­ 
lined his plan by which 
the 
sand 
dunes of northern Indana may 
be 
turned into a great playground 
for 
the industrial center of this state. 
Under the governor’s plan 
it 
is 
necessary for 
those 
interested in 
the proposition to get the leaders to 
raise $1,000,000 by public subscrip­ 
tions and the state officials at 
the 
legislature furnish a like amount in 
behalf of the state. 
From each of these funds $100,- 
000 would 
be 
available 
annually, 
making a total of $200,000 to be ex­ 
pended each year in the 
purchas­ 
ing and maintenance of the park. 
The idea wras evolved from a con­ 
ference in the governor’s office be­ 
tween tthe executive and a committee 
of persons from Lake county 
and 
Chicago. 
The plan will 
be 
submitted 
to 
those coming down here and 
they 
will be allowed two w’eeks in which 
to accept or reject it.
